Good Morning Jim, 

I have the following report from the project inspector: 

It is typical procedure to pave over vaults and maintenance holes and then raise them to the new finished 
surface elevation,this allows for proper compaction of the asphalt around these utilities. 

DWP superintendent (Cruz Padilla) was notified in September 2009 of upcoming paving operations so he 
could schedule this work upon completion of the paving. On November 3rd. 2009 Mr. Padilla was notified 
that all paving had been completed and the power vaults could now be raised. He said this work could not 
be scheduled until January 2010. DWP was on-site locating and exposing the vault lids at the end of January 
/ early February.
